They 
that [earch out the ſecrets of Nature, in cavſorydiſcourſes,fall unfortunatly upon 
the thor ns ofſubltilties and ſnares of queſtions, and do nothing but weave and 
unneave them with a fin thred of controverſies, Whence young Schollers 
ſuppoſe themſelves fit ro be Maſters in Philoſophy , when they know 
how to quote Ariſtotle tor ſome things, confuledly and unreaſonably 
for generall matters. Moſt gractous Lords, how unfit and hurtfull 
tat is „ I leave to every man to judge. As for me, what Gondanus 
| the Mr: of great Eraſmus ſpeaks: of Pliny; I dare to apply to natural 


Hiſtory, That it is ſuch, that who reads it not, is thought to te unlear ned; 
he that diſdaigns to read it, is more ignorant; and he that cannot relliſh it, is 
moſt ignorant of all: And if there be any conſideration had of converſari- 
on , really it is more comely and more convenient for it and for us toknow 
wonderfull nature, and her motions; to learn the forces and natures of living 
creatures, mettals, ſprouts, plants, to look iuto the Anatomy of mam, and to

forms; &' > The ſame will befall him as jr befell 7607, who embra-

brace, and ſo is reported to have begotten Centawes and Chrmera's. As 
for what-concerns action, he ſhall never change any other mettal into 
Gold, who knows not the natures of the weight, the yellow colour, 
of the malleableneſſe, the extenſiveneſſe, the fixt and volatile ſub- 
ſtance of them, and hath not diligently lockt into the menſtruum, 
and ſeeds of minerals. He can never hope to retard old age; who 
Hath not firſt the e r nature of drineſs, and of the depre- 
dation of the Spit its upon ſolld bodies; of aſſimilation, and alimen- 
tation. But the ſtra ightning of nature, and daily conteſting with her, 
is the principall thing whereunto the knowledge of the ſame is dircct- 
cd.

Philo writes acutely of the making of the World. «oſs 
ſaith, Ihe World was made in ſix dayes; not that God the Maker of 
it needed time to do it, (for God is not onely thought to work by com- 
manding, but by contemplating) but becauſe it was needfull that 
things (hould be created in ſome order: and this is a proper number 
for order; and fix amongſt all numbers is fitteſt for generation, for it 
is the firſt perfect number after a Unite, conſiſting of parts whereof it 
is made; of three that is one half of it; and two a third part, and 
one a ſixth part, being of a maſculine and feminine nature.

TT He Floods were ſigns of Gods anger, and ſo much the more as 
1 that was greater, and mens fins more grievous. ' The greateſt 
was that we call the generall Deluge, which began about the end of 
the year of the World, 1656. All the bars ot the Channels were 
broken, and for 40 dayes a vaſte quantity of water was poured down. 
Alſo the. Fountains of the great Deep were cut aſunder; ſo that the 
Waters increaſed continually for 150 daycs, and paſſed above the 
higheſt Mountains 15 Cubits. At length they abated by degrees; 
jor after 70 dayes the tops 4 to appear. The Inhabitants of the 
New World ſay, they had it from their Anceſtours. Thoſe of Peri 
1 Lands lay under waters; and that men were drown- 
ed, except a few, who got into woodden Veſſels like Ships; and 
having proviſion ſufficienr, they continued there, till the waters were 
gone: Which -e by their dogs which they fent forth of 
doors; and when the dogs came in wet, they knew they were put to 
fim; but when they returned dry, that the waters were gone, Auguſt. 
Carat, But they of Mexico ſay, that five Suns did then ſhine,” and that 
the firſt of them periſhed in the waters, and men with it, and what-

- Theſe things they have deſcribedin Pidures and Characters from 
their Anceſtors; giving credit to Plato's Flood, which was ſaid to have 
ba pned in the Iſland Atlantis. Lupus q mara. But Lydiat aſcribes the 
cauſe of chat univerſal Deluge to a ſubterraneal fire in a hotter de- 
gree, Increaſing the magnitude by rarefact ion, ſo long as it could not 
-out of ies hollow places. Geneſis ſeems to demonſtrate it. For the 
nta ins of the great Deep are ſaid to be broken open; and that a 
wind was ſent 2 rth after 40 dayes, and the waters were quieted. 


We muſt underſtand a wind from a dry Exhalatien; which a ſybrer- 
raneous firemuch increaſed, had moſt abundantly raiſed out of the 
dvep/ofthe Sea, which was then thruſt forth of them, and did in- 
Freaſe the motion of the ayr that it laid hold of, together with the 
kevolution of che Hen vens, and the 'vehemency of the Firmament.

10. thinks it comes 
from two waters that are cold to be felt, but grow hot in their meet: 
ing , from repugnancy of the Spirits, as we ſee in oyle of Tartar, and 
Spirit of Vitrial, and in Aquafortis and Tartar, and of the butter of 
Auumam and Spirit of Mitre, all which, though they are cold to the.

The good- 
neſſe of them differs ſometimes; becauſe thoſe that in Summer are 
beray'd with the Suns heat, and attenuated, are the beſt ; In Autumn 
they are leſſe beat upon by its beams, becauſe he is nearer to them: 
ſo in the ſpring. For the Earth is opened, the waters are purified, 
the healthfull light of the Sun approaches: but in the Winter they 
are worſt : for they are heavier, thicker, and more defiled with earth- 
ly — Tbat they ſuffer changes, we may learn by divers 
examples.

ans were ſuperſtitious about it. The Chryſolite differs in the plura- 
lity of its Stars, Bochus writes, he ſaw a Spanith one of 12 pounds 
weight. AzricolaTaw a clod dug out of the Mines in Germazy, that 
was made of more than o Chryſolites, all of them four ſquare. The 
greateſt was an inch broad, and 2 fingers in length, it was too ſoft 
to poliſh; AſyFos,made hot in the fire, contains the heat for 7 dayes;

Afcicans in their Warre againſt the 
Carthagenians. For Hamilcar corrupted the Wine in the Veſſells, and 
let the Africant rake it for ſpoil: when they had, drank, they all fell 
alleep, and the Carthage niaus became Conquerors.

Ihen they take them up againe, and cut 
the roots mere the graines grom to them, with a very ſharp Knife, and they 
fit them ſo, that they may repreſent the haire of the head, the beara, and other 
arts that are hairy. Mallows are fo venereous, that the ſeed of that which 
bach but one ſtalk ſtrewed on the privities, is ſaid by Xexocrates to in- 
creaſe luſt inſinitely in women.

He had giddineſſc 
in his head, and his brain was ſo oſten diſturb'd, chat he ſaid it ſerm ed 
to him like boyling water. He had Convulſions in his Eyes and 
Mouth, and a very ſharp pain in his Mandibles; wherefore he 
often held thoſe parts with his hands, fearing they would fall off. 
His eyes appeared outwardly ſwoln, his face wan, lips black, and 

his belly was ſeen to ſwell; like a Tympany; His Arteries beat 
ſtrongly, and his mind was diverſly rroubled;- as the ſymptoms in- 
creaſed. For ſometimes he thought he ſhould die, and preſently he 
hoped to live; ſometimes he ſpake rationally, and ſometitnes he do- 
ted; ſometimes he wept, and ſometimes he ſang.

Pifiorius, 
The Males are eaſily diſcerned from the females ; For they, where 
their tail is joyn'd to their body underneath, have four long reds 
Kicking forth, but theſe have none: Allo their tail is rounder, plai- 
ner, and thicker. Leonellus Faventinu commends the powder of 
their eyes drank with water of peach leaves, after opening a vein, 
againſt a baſtard Pleuriſie.

They are covered with a white thell againſt the cold, ic is like to Gip, 
fo rhey lye under ground, hid, and afterwards they are more pleaſant 
meat, Cutthiola.. They have eyes in the top of their horns, and they 
pull them in when any thing comes near to them, and put their horns 
into their heads, their heads into their bodies, Albertus. They lay 
white eggs, as great as the Pikes eyes; and in May they are found 
to ſit upon them, Geſner. Albertus ſaith, they are bred of corruption 
and clammy dew, and. that that dew hardnech into a ſhell. Porta 
ſaich the ſame. Phytol. J. 5. c. 4. Pliny J. 9. c. 5. ſaith, they are bred 
in Winter, Falvius Hirpinus made Caves of them, in Targuinis, a 
little before the Warr with great Pompey, &c.

8 Ex- Hedge-hogs, ſo often as they are toſſed with the flowing wa- 
ter, make themſelves heavy with ballaſt, leſt they ſhould be toſſ- 
ed too much being light, or carried away with a tempeſt; and fo they 
ſtick faſt to the Rocks. Plutarch. l. tr. Animal. Ilie parts of the live 
ones covered with their ſhell, and armed with their prickles, if they 
be broken and caſt into the Sea, they will come together again, and 
will know the part that is next to them, and being applycd they will 
joyne , and unite by a natural ſympathy, Aldrovandus, As for the 
Epbemara, the River Hyanis in Cammerius Biſpſorus, under the Sol- 
ſtice produceth little bladders greater than grape ſtones, out of which 
flying creatures proceed with tour feet, This k ind of creature lives 
till the afternoon, the ſame day; when the Sun de parts it decays, and 
preſently dies when the Sun ſets, from hence it hath the name of 
Ephemer , or a creature that lives but one day. Aldrovand. As for 
Catterpillars; Hieracles teſtifieth; that if Horſes rowle themſelves up- 
on them, black and blew ſpots will ariſe , their skins will grow hot, 
their eyes will be diſtorted, and the cure is to bray vitriol one quar- 
ter of a pound, Vinegar halt a pound. They feed on pot hearbs; bur 
if a rocket ſeed be ſowed amongit them, they will not touch them. 
But that thoſe hearbs may breed no noyſome creatures, dry all the 
ſeeds you mean to ſer, in a Tortis ſnell; or ſow mint in many places, 
eſpecially amongſt Coleworts. Praſocarides, ſaith Cardan, are ſuch 
living Creatures that uſe to do hurt in ꝙ ardens; Men ſan, that af you bury 
the panch of a wether with the dunginit, not deep within the earth, in the 
place where they abound , in two days you ſhall find them all in heaps in that 
place; in twice or thrice ſo doing, you may aeſtroy them all. Paulus 
EÆgineta writes that herb rocket annoynted with oyle , will preſerve 
men ſafe from the bitings of Venemous creatures. 12

In the ſame weſt-Indies they are 
called Comixen , half - Piſmires, and halt Worms that creep with a 
white tail.

from the bottom, and the ſhell comes the bottom upwards, that it may aſcend 
the better, and ſail with an empty Boat; and when ſhe is come above the ma- 
ter, then ſhe turns ber ſhell. Moreover, there is a membrane that lyes be- 
tween ihe fore-legs of the Boat-fiſh, as there is between the toes of water-fowl, 
but this is more thin, like a cobweb, but ſtrong; and by that ſhe ſails, when the 
mind Llowes; the many tufts ſhe hath on both ſides, ſhe uſeth for rudders ; and 
when ſhr ir afraid, then the preſently ſinks her ſhell, full of Sea water. Far- 
ther, ſhe hath a parrots bill, and ſhe goes with her tufts as the Polypus doth, 
and after the ſame manner ſhe concerves in bellow partitions.

Of Oyſters and Muſcles, 


Hough Oyſters love ſweet waters , yer Pliny reports that they 
: Þ ' are found in ſtony places; but Ariſtotle ſaith , that though they 
Ive in water, and cannot live without it, yet they take in no moy- 
ſture nor Ayre, When in the titne of the Warr with Mithriaates , 
the earth parted at Apumæa a City of Phrygra, Rivers did ſuddenly ap- 
peare, and not only ſweet but ſalt waters brake out of the bowels of 
the earth, (though the Sea were farr diſtant) ſo that they filled all 
that Coaſt with Oyſters. Athen. I. 8. The Oyſters are of divers co- 
Jours:' - In Spain they are red, in Sclaronie brown, in the red Sea they 
are fo diſtinguiſned with flaming Circles, that by mixture of divers 
colours it is like the Rain bow. lian. I. 10. c. 13. At the beginning 
of Summer they are great and full of milk. At Conſtantinople th 
caſt this wheiſh matter into the water, which cleaving to ſtones, wil 
beget Oyſters; Gidiu writes it, and it is very probable. For, of the de- 
coction of Muſhroms powred on the ground; it is certain that Muſh- 
roms will grow, the Crab fiſn doth wonderfully deſire the meat of 
them but he comes hardly by them becauſe they have a ſtrong ſhell 
by nature, wherefore he uſeth his cunning. For when in places 
tere the wind blow not, he fees them taking pleaſure in the Sun, 
and to open their ſhells againſt the Suns beams, he privately caſts in 
a ſtone, that they cannot fhut again, and ſo he conquers the m. 
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CHAP. XIX. 
Of the Butterflye , and the Pol ypus. 


He Butterflies couple after Auguſt, &the ma le dying after copulati- 
on, the female lays egs, and dieth alſo, How they are preſerved in 
winter, is hardly diſcovered by any man, except by Aldrovandus de In- 
| ſears; But he enquired of Country people, and they hold him, that the 
leaves were great with the Butterflies ſecd; at what time they plowed 
the ground, they were hid in the bowells of it, and foſtered by its heat, 
yet he thinks that they only are preſerved, that lye hid in the hol 
barks of Trees; but what lyes on lea ves is quickned the ſame yeare. 
And Aldrovandu adds „ Iſam eggs layd under the leaves of Chamæficus 
out f which about the end of Auguſt, little Catterpillars naturally came 
forth. They were wrapped in à thin down, that the ayre might not hurt them, 
and theſe little Catterpillars falling did not fall tothe ground, but hung by a 
mall thred like Spiders in the Ayre, when they lay under leaves, they fold 
them ſo that the rain cannot hurt them , and lay them up 4s under apent- 
houſe, +I twice obſerved one Catterpillar, that I took amongſt the Cole= 
worts , firſt to lay yellow 4g" „ wrapt up alſo in fine down, and when they 
were laid ſhe turned into a Chryſalis, of the ſame colours that ſhe was, that 
is, yellow, green, and tack: and that which ſeemed ſtrange to me, out of thoſe 
eggs; litile flying crratures came forth, that I could hardly ſee them, ſuch 
as are wont to be found in the bladders of Elms : when they are in great 
abundance they ſhew contagion of the Ayre. Anno 1562, they 
flew at Bannais neere the waters, in ſuch multitudes, that they dark- 
ned the courſe of the River, eſpecially 'after Sun ſet; then comin 
hither about night, they wandred through. the Villages as 10 Barrel 
atay, little differing from Moths. Cornelius Gemma teſtifieth that that 
was a tempeſtuous yeare. The Pohpas in time grows fo grear , that 
it is taken for a kind of Whale. In the bowells of them, there is a 
ſtrange thing like a Turbane, that you would ſay it had the nature of 
the Heart, or of the Liver, but it ſuddenly diſſol ves and runs away. 
They exceedingly love the Olive-Tree. For if a bough on Which 
Olives hang; be let down into the Sea and held there, you may catch 
abundance of them, hanging about the bough. Somtimes they are 
taken ſticking to Figg-Trees growing by the Seaſide; and they eat 
the fruit of them. They alſo delight wonderfully in Locuſts, of 
which you ſhall find a cleare Teſtimony in Petrus Berchorius. I have 
heard, ſaith he, that ſome Fiſhermen in the Sea of Province, had ſet Lo- 
cuſts on the ſhore to boyle over burning coles, and a Polypus ſmelling the 
Locuſt, came forth of the Sea, and coming to the fire would with his foot have 
taken a Locuſt forth, but be feared the heat of the fire , and ſo went back to 
the Sea, dud fil''d a coat which he had oz his head, like a Friers cowle , with 
water, and went and came ſo oftewwith it, aud caſt it on the five , that he put 
the fire out; and ſo taking the Lecuſt , he had carryed it to the Sea, wnleſe

Ome think, that Lice are bred of fleſh z others, of blood; but 
"kIboth opinions are falſe ; For firſt they breed in the skin of the 
head, and we know they abound in the ſecond and third kind of 
hectick feavers; when as, there, is little fleſh ; and, here, they are al- 
moſt conſumed, Again in putrid Fea vers they breed not; and things 
| bred do confirm their principles. Their colgur ſhews they proceed 
not from blood. Wherefore ſome think they breed from putrid mat- 
ter that is cold and meyſi, which abounds in the skin, in places where 
they cannot be blown away; Experience teacheth, that they will 
leave thoſe that are dead, either becauſe the blood is cold in the body 
when the heat is gone; or becauſe the dead body is cold, and they 
fly from the cold, Nolanus Problem. 22 5. They that eat figs often are 
thought to be troubled with them. Nolamm makes the juice of them 
to be the cauſe, For, this increaſing in the veins heats the blood, and 
makes it moyſt and frothy ; which becauſe it naturally tends to the 
skin, andrerain'd under that it putreſies, it turns to lice. Truly they, 
that feed on figs, have little knots and warts on their skins. A Flea 
is a ſmall Creature; yet Africanw a cunning Artificer, tied one with 
a gold chain, and ir leaped, Scaliger Exerc, 59, and 326, He moſt 
commonly bites under the greins: The tumour begins to gro the 
fourth day; when it comes to its full grown, its bigger than a Peaſe, 
and it is full of Nits; They are killed with che root of wild Bu- 
gloſſe: alſo with Sage bruiſed, and mingled with oyl and vinegar; 
. anoint with this againſt them. The beſt remedy is Silk-yarn put in- 
to the bed, for they will gather together in it. Franciſcus Georgius 
Venetus, of Minoritum, ſaith, they will trouble one more in linnen 
than in woollen. He gives his reaſon, becauſe they both proceed 
from the ſame Northern Fountain; for they are both in Artes and 
Aarch bred, But Aldrovandu thinks it comes to paſſe, becauſe lin- 
nen is more near to the body than woollen. Wherefore you ſhall 
find them hungry in your ſhirts and ſheets ; but in your breeches full, 
where they lay their eggs.

Vincentius em authors libri de 
Natura rerum, ſets it down for a miracle, that Box and white Thorn 
which are the hardeſt Wood will breed Worms: But the nut of 
Alea will never putreſie. Laſtly inTylus an Iſland of Arabia, there 
is Wood that will never corrupt in the water: for it hath, been. ob- 
ſerved to have laſted 200, yeares in the water uncorrupted. The 
Phrygians, if we will credit Rhodiginu made their dainties of white 
fat Worms with black heads, that bred from rotten WOOd, called

INC ages it is miraculous, they report there are blew Worms with 
2 twolegs , that are 60 cubirs long, and they ſay they are ſo ſtrong, 
that when Elephants come to drink A catch hold of them, by 
their trunk and carry them away. AÆlian ſpeaks of an Indian Worm 
of ſeven cubits long, and ſo thick that a Child of ten yeares old can 
hardly farhom it. It hath one tooth in the upper part of the mouth, 
and one below ; both are four ſquare, and almoſt a cubit long , and 
ſo ſtrong, that what living creature it lays hold of with them, it will 
eaſily cruſh them. Somtimes it lyes hid in the bottom of a River;

NJ Ince-itis hard to explain the opinions and experiments of all 
| Auchors exactly, and what they obſerved in divers places and 
mes, to make a hiſtory thereof, and to condemn or allow, for 

tis or that mans relation, what every man hath found to be 
true by his on uſe and obſervation: Perhaps it may ſo fall our, 
that neither Plizy, nor Pauſanias, nor others, who ſeem to comment 
otherwiſe than we have found it, ought to be condemned; I will 
adde a ſpecial Hiſtory of Sit- worms bred up at hand, which in the 
year of Mans Redemption, 1599, at — at Tubaris, I, by di- 
ligent care and attention looking into their works and natures, ſet it 
down into a Calender; If any thing differing from this, hath been 
obſerved in Greece, India, Itah, or elſewhere in other Times, Govern- 
ment and Education, Cuſtom, and the like: though Nature be ſaid 
to act alwayes the ſame way, and to vary onely by accidents; yet 
what they obſerved will help, that by many mens obſervation, the 
hiſtory of Nature may be augmented and perfected. 

The Silk-worms eggs thar were laid in a clean paper the year be- 
fore, and which in Winter I kept in a warm Chamber, I expoſed 
them to the Sun, ſhining through the windows, on the 25 day of 
April. Thoſe which were lead-coloured or black, they did not all 
in one day become Caterpillars, yer they all were changed before 
the end of that moneth, the worms creeping forth eſpecially in the 
morning, as every one was grown to perfection, leaving an empty 
ſhell; or covering of a white colour, the egge being eaten on the fide, 
in which place the ends were blackiſh, by reaſon of the biting. The 
purple or Citron coloured, or clear, or diſtinguiſhed» with'a black 
poiar, brought forth nothing; either becauſc they were not 2 
wit 
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with male ſeed, or the principle was ſuffocated in them. Theſe 
{mall Carterpillars within the egge obtain their form, and lye wrapt 
into a Circle; whehce the ſhell being eaten, they firſt put forth a 
black ſhining head; then by degrees, they creep forth, with their 
little mouthes, and little feet, by their ſttiving. Then L obſerved lir- 
ale threds hanging from their mouths, and they were ſo ſmall, that 
they could not be ſeen, unleſſe it were againſt the light: by theſe they 
| ballance themſelves, and hang from the leaves; or whereſoever they 
fell from higher places, they creep up by them again; or whereſo- 
ever they were 780 7 to try whit they would . involve them- 
ſelves witli manifold turnings, and ſo mount upward, like ordinary 
| Catterpillars that eat leaves and boughes. 
| + /Theze is a black little worm and hairy, with a white circle near 
the breaſt and head, and with another where the belly joyns to the 
little breaſt, and yet by reaſon of the hairineſle; it is not very plain 
to be ſeen at the fitſt. At the end of the back, where the belly ends, 
a little griſle comes forth; and as for the feſt of its form, it is the 
fame with the Silk- worms, but that the hairineſſe and blackneſſe, by 
ſome changes in the skin, paſſe into ſmoothneſſe that ſnincs, and is 
white; and of a ſmall creature, a worm is made as long as the mid- 
dle finger of an ordinary man, with the 3. joynts, as thick almoſt as 
the little finger; yet they are not all of one bigneſſe. Yow ſhall find 
ſome Caterpillars with a three-fold ſpur in their tails, or a double 
one; ſo that the greater of them riſeth from the laſt circle of the 
back, the leſſer ones riſe preſently from the coat of the tail that is 
under it. I ſaw one great one that was on both ſides fenced with rwo 
leſſer ones, in the place whereof there are ſometimes onely t Wwß-o 
points that ſtick forth. Carterpillars go as Silk-worms do: For 
they ſtick the props of their tails into the ground, and then by de- 
grees they go on by circular motion. Firſt drawing up thoſe parts be- 
tween their tails and their hinderfeet: then faſtning theſe upon the 
diſtance between their breaſt and their feet, untill they come 
unto their breaſt and former feet; which being faſtned, they 
life uptheir tails again, and underprop their ſteps, - Fot animal mo- 
tion is made, when ſome part ſtands and underpropsthe reſt. So ſoon! 
as they were bred, I gave them the tender leaves of Mulberries, I put 
them upon the leaves with a thin knife; or I let them ereep upon 
them of themſelves, and I put them together into a woodden box;

A. clerw writes, That in the Danube there are none; but in the 
Rhein there are. Albertw makes the cold of Danubi to be the cauſe 
thereof; and this proceeds, becauſe it runs before the mouth of the 
Alps from Weſt to Eaſt, and receives the greateſt part of its water 
from thence, Theſe onely, contrary to other fiſhes, do not flote, 
being dead, Pliny. The reaſon is given by Ariſtotle, from the ſmall 
belly it bath, and little far. The ſwimming of Lampreys, Congers, 
and Auuræ nas, that abound with fat, confirm this tobe true. They 
are ſo luſty, that being devoured whole by a Cormorant, they will 
come forth of his guts, nine times one after another ; and when they 
are grown weak, then he retains them, gener. Held in a mans bo- 
ſome, eſpecially gteat eels, will twiſt about a mans neck and choke 
him, Cardauu. Gn the Land they dye, if the Sun ſhine on them; 
otherwiſe very hardly, as you may ſee them living when their skin 
is pull'd off.

| — ga creature in the Indian Sea, which was four Acres 
in bigneſſe; Ala flarius interprets this to be 960 foot long. Near- 
chu ſaith, that there are whales of 23 paces in length, and reports, 
that in the Iſland before Euphrates, he ſaw a Whale caſt forth of the 
Sea, that was 150 cubits. That Whale which was taken in the Scala, 
ten miles from Aztwerp, Anno 1577, on the ſecond day of July, was 
of a blackiſh blew colour: he had a ſpout on his head wherewith he 
belched up water with great force: he was 58 foot long, and 16 
foorhigh, his tail was 14 foot broad; from his Eye to the top of his 
noſe the diſtance was 16 foot, His lower chap was 6 foot, of —

Jouius ſaith, That 
there was one found in the River Latium two hundred pound weight.

In 
the head of it there is found a ſtone like a barley corn, which when 
the Moon decreaſeth; ſome think it will cure the quartan Ague, if it 
be bound to the left fide, Caliſthenes Sybarita, citante Stobeo, Congers 
contain their off. ſpring within them, but it is not equally ſo in all 
places, nor doth their increaſe appear in a fat groſſe matrix, but it is 
contain d in it, in a long rank, as in Serpents; which is manifeſt by

Of the Dogg-fiſh, 
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Title men of Nicea, faith Gelliu, took a Dopg-fiſb that weighed· 


I 4000 pound; a whole man was found in the belly of it. Thoſe 
of ataſſilia found a man in Armour. Rondeletius {aw oe on the ſhore 
at anton, the mouth and throat were ſo wide that they would take in 
a fat man. Bellonius ſaithʒ that each fide of the mouth had 36, teeth; 
wherefore ſome think the Prophet Jonas was ſwallowed by this 
fiſh :and that this is that they call the Whale, it being ſo vaſt a crea- 
ture. The ſame Belonius writes, that this Fith at divers times brings 
forth 6, or 8, young ones, and ſomtimes more, each of a foot long, 


perfect with all their parts, and oft times the young one coming forth 


there are eggs yet raw in the matrix, and ſome hatcht, lying in the 


upper part toward the midriff; and ſome of them are contained in the 
right turning of the matrix ſome in the left. In her 8 this is 


chiefly wonderfull, that they were covered with no ſecondine, and 
they are fed from ſome part of the Navell that hath Veins. For ſince 


ſaith he, ſhe doth not put forth her eggs, and they are tied by cer- 


taine bands to the matrix, they ſeem to need no other coat than the 
Amnios; whereby the Whelp being now formed, and by a chink in 
the ſternon, that paſſeth between the fins that are toward the gills , it 
receiveth nouriſhment from the matrix by a band, or the middle of it, 


that is ſo ſlender, as a Lute ſtring; But this nutriment by that ſlender 


ſtring is carried into a little bag, which you would ſay were the ſto- 
mach, which is alwaies full of it, like to the yolk of an egge: the 
poſition of it is in the middle of the belly, and under the two laps of 
the Liver. And that this is true, if you cut a VVhelp taken out of 
the dams belly, through the belly, you ſhall find the true ſtomack of 
it to be alwaics empty. For it takes and devours nothing by the 
mouth. But you ſhall ſee the right inteſtine to {well with wan co- 
lour'dexcrementrs, If you take the young Whelp alive out of the 
dams belly, and do not hurt him , but caſt him into the water, you 
ſhall ſee him to live and ſwim preſently. Rondeletim obſerved the 
eggs to ſtick in the middle of the matrix toward the back bone; and 
when they increaſe they are tranſlated into both the Sin of the ma- 
trix. Ihe forme of the eggs is like to pillows we ſleep upon under 
our heads; out of the corners there hang long and flender paſſages 
which Ariſtotle calls hairy pores, and they are rowled up like Vine 
tendrels; if you ſtretch them out at length, they are two cubits long.

This had layn hid in 
the River yea res, neerc the Kitchin of a Noble man; at laſt it wass 
ja hook, when it had young ones to look to: when ſhe 
found her ſelf taken, ſhe leaped forth ; the fiſhers ran after her two 
miles, ar laſt they wearied and took her, and carried her to a Town 
called Nadlac, There was in her belly a Mans head, with his right 
hand and three Gold Rings upon it. The Glaucus hath a ſpongy Li- 
ver diſtinguiſhed into two la ps, the left is the larger. From the 
right lap there hangs a little Gall bladder, from a thred three fin- 
gers ſo great as a peaſe; and it hath in the bottom of the ſto · 
mack a kind of Apophyſis, not to be ſeen almoſt in other fiſhes, be ſides 
five others in the Pylorus, that fence the ſtomack about.

whipßed one of them, — had taken with rods, theſe fiſhes did £6” 
diminiſb, chat afterwards ſcarce 100 eould live by that labour. The 
Huſons have a griſſe inſtead of a back bone, that hath a great empty 
hole, from head to tail as bored wirh a piercer, What lian, l. 14% 
c. 25. ſafth of the Autacea, that in time they grow as big as the grea- 
teſt Tunie fiſh in the Danube, and their abdomen is ſo fat, that you 
would ſay their paps were as great as a Sowes that gave ſuck; and

N Minerals and Quarreys alſo fiſhes are found, eſpecially if the 
places dre though there be no water. 'Theophraftus obſerved 
this in many places of Pontus; Eudoxus in Paphlagonia; Agricola at 
Orterantum, beyond the Albis. There is a plain by the River Narbon, 
by this run the Rivers, Iliberis and Raſchinus; there are foſsil fiſh found 
therein. The earth is tender there, and brings much graſſe; about 
two or three cubits under this, runs the water of the Rivers that hath 
dilated it ſelf. If at any time they overflow, they fill the plain with 
fiſh from under ground, Pohb. in Hiſtor. There are two ſorts of them, 
ſome round like to Eels, but they want a/ruff skin; they are ſcaly as 
Gudgeons, their fleſh is hard, and not well ſavoured. The great 
ones are two fingers thick, the ſmaller but one. Thoſe are four hands 
breadth long; theſe but three: they make a ſharp noiſe, Apothe- 
car ies ſhut them up in glaſſes, and hang them down from a beam, and 
feed them with bread for a long time. Sometimes they come forth of 
Rivers that run in Fenny grounds, and come far into the Land by the 
veins of the banks, and ſometimes into Cellars. Theophraſtus writes, 
That in Caves they feel nothing, becauſe their ſenſes are ſtupiſied; 
but when they are boyl'd in a pot, and when they are dug up they 
will ſtirre. 
In a certain River of the Eaſt- Indies there are fiſhes call'd Tu- 
Berones; they are ſo greedy, that one of them catcht at a man ſtand- 
ing on the fide of the Ship, and firſt bir off his foot, and next his hand, 
Linſchotten. in Navigat. It is almoſt incredible, that the ſame man 
writes, namely, That a Ship coming from Mozambique, went, back- 
ward 14 dayes, though the wind were good for it, and nothing to hin- 
der it, and that was found by every dayes obſervation of the Suns 
heighth, And when the doubtful-Marrigers enquired for the cauſe of 
it, and thought they had been bewitched, ar laſt a fiſh was found 
under the Ship, and they collected, that this fiſh carried the Ship on 
his back the contrary way againſt the force of the wind.

Albertus Magnus writes, That a woman 
of Germanic had two and twentie abortive Children at one time, 
all having cheir perfect ſha pes: and another woman, ſeventie. And 
befides, that another woman delivered into a baſon a hundred and 
fifrie, every one of the length of ones little finger. Eraſmus, Vixes, and 
others, have written of the ſtrange deliverance of the Counteſſe of 
Henneberg. Lewis Guicciardin in his deſcription of the Low- Coun- 
tries ſetteth down the fame ſtorie, taken out of the ninth book of the 
Annals of Flanders, compoſed by Guido Dominicus Petrus: His words 
ate theſe; A certa ine poore woman, brought a bed of two Children, 
ayed the Counteſſe to give her ſome aſſiſtance in her neceſſuie: but 
the Counteſſe did not only ſend her away empty- handed, but char-. 
ged her that ſne was of an ill behaviour , ſaying that it was a thing 
aga inſt nature (in her opinion) for a woman that is honeſt to conceive 
by het husband two Children at one birth; and therefore that this her 
deliverance had bewraiea, that ſhe had lewdly abandoned her ſel e to 
ſome ottiers. The poore woman moved with this reproach and igno- 
minious tepulſe, and of the other fide well aſſured of her honeſt 
carriage, made earneſt requeſt to God, that forthe proefe of her in- 
nocency, and of the faith which He knew ſhe had kept inviolably to 
her husband, it would pleaſe him to grant that this Counteſſe might 
have ſo many Children at one burden, as there were daics in the 
care : which within a while after came to paſſe. And he addeth, 
that theſe Children were as big as Chickens new hatcht, all alive, 
and ſound, and died within a little while together with their mother: 
to whom this Epitaph following was erected in the Monaſterie of 
Lodun, where there were Nunnes of the order of S. Bernard, and it is

Sermon Conuiual, teſtifies; that. ha 
ſaw a Spanzard born without arms, ſo cunning with his feet, that he 
could ſpin, or uſe the neidle curiouſly, as the cunningſt woman could 
with both her hands. He could ſo wield his arms, chat no Souldice 
could match him; and ſhoor in a bowe, that he would never miſſa 
the mark; and with one ſtroke he would break a thick lag. To con- 
cludes Keckerman ſpeaks of a Schollar, I. 1. Phyſic. c. 4. that had but 
one little finger on each hand, and his feet were triangular without 
any toes, and he had more force in one finger, than others had with 
ſive ʒ he writ curiouſly and ſw iftly, and ſtood ſa firm, chat in ſlippery 
places he would ſeldom flip. - Alſo Pliny may ceaſe to complain of 
nature, that is a bountifull mother to all; and recompenſeth a dete& 
with mare benefit. A e WY 
(amerariu and ſome others being once at Combourg, in the houſe of 
Eraſmus Neuſteter, a wiſe and vertucus gentleman of Germanie, he 
entertained us with the greateſt kindneſſe that could be deviſed , and 
ſent to a place not very farre from them for one Thomas Schweiker , a 
young man of one andthirtic yeares of age, deſcended of a worſhi 
tull houſe, and borne without ever an arme, who did with his fest 
all that a readie man could do with his hands, ſo that himſelf affirms 
ed be was recompenced with one gift in ſtead of another. Having fer 
himſelf in a place equall wich the heighth of the table whereon the 
meat was placed, be rook a knife with his feet, begins to cut bread; 
and to cut meat, which he cart ied with his feet to his mouth, and 
likewiſe tbe cup, as caſily as another would have done with his hands. 
After dinner, ne begins to write examples in. Latin and German lets 
ters, ſo ſtraight and ſa faire, as every one of us deſited to have ſome 
of them to keep as a ſpeciall monument. Being requeſted, he did 
witha penknife make penus, very good to write with, which he gave 
us, While he was thus a doing, I marked diligently the making of 
his feet; and ſaw that his toes were long, fit to take hold of things;

o us as it was-elſo-at-anorhertime to the Emperor 
uliun xhe ſecond, who paſſing that way, deſired to ſee the man; 
ha ving noted in him (not without wonderment) the ſtrange re- 
pence of Nature, he diſmiſſed him with a rich gift. Gf late 
ve hath be na man without armes going about in Germanie , 
had learned by cuſtome turned into art, to handle a ſword, and 
10 flour iſn it about his heck; to fling halberds, and 20 do other firange. 
— fo nimbly , and ſo ſurely withall, that he would moſt com- 
monſy hit the marke; and all other duties of the hands, he did them 
with his feet, But the end of his life ſhewed that he was wdeceiver 
aud a wicked perſon: for he was broken upon the heele for hiꝭ rob · 
We have at Nuremberg a young Man anda young Ma id, borne of 
one Father and Mother, of a good Houſe, and well known, that are 
endued with a ſingular quick conceit: for although they be deafe and 
dumb by nature; yet can both of them read very well, write, cypher, 
aud caſt aceount. The young man conceiveth at 'firſt by ſignes chat 
are made him, hat he is required to do. It his pen be wanting, by 
his councenatice he ſheweth his thoughts, being the quickeſt and cun- 
ningeſtar all games both at Cards and Dice, that one can find among 
me Germans; although there they uſe great adviſement, and be 
marveilous readie and quick. His ſiſter paſleth all other maids for 
working with her needle all kinds of Seamſtrie, Tapiſtrie, Embroide= 
tie, &c; But among all the other wonderfull recompences of nature, 
this is remarkable in them that moſt commonly as ſoon as they ſee" 
ones lips ſtirr, they underſtand his meaning. They are oftentimes 
at Sermons, and a man would ſay that they draw and conceive with 
their eyes the words of the Preacher, as others uſe to do with their 
eares: for, they will oftentimes (no body ever teach ing them, or ſet- 
— them any Letters or Copies) write the Lords Prayer and other 
godly-prayers, know by heart the texts of the Goſpels that are read 
upon holy-days, and write them readily. When in the Ser mons 
the Preacher maketh mention of the name of Jeſws, the young man is 
readie before any of thehearers, to take off his hat, and to bow his 
knee with all reverence; So carefull is nature, like a good mother, 
to make amends for a fault, that none ſhould accuſe her to be a 
mother : for, hat ſhe taketh away in ſome of the ſenſes, ſhe al- 
loweth in the reſt , as appeareth by Didymus Alexandrinw , of whom 
gaſinus writeth, that he being blind, after he had humbly recom-' 
mended himſelf to God, ſpent all his time in hearing, inſomuch as by 
his diligent attention he attained to that which others obtaine b 
reading; and by the direction of the holy Spirit, became ſoskillfull 
in divine and humane learning, that he was excellent among the 
Divir es of his time. Moreover, our Anceſtors have ſeen oha Ferdi- 
nand, a Flemming, a blind and poor foul, a Spaniards fon, who over- 
eam ſo happily theſe two difficulties (very croſſe to all, eſpecially 
to learned men) that he became not only a very learned Poet and Phi- 
loſopher, but alſo ſo excellent a Muſician, that he played upon di- 
12 vers 
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vers kinds of Inſtruments, tot 22 pleaſure, of the heatets:; and 
beſides, he made good ſongs and full o muſick, of man parts, Ane: 
ther, named 2 of werd, borne at Macklin, excelledhim: for ali 
ing bliad when he was three yeares old, and nat being able be 
learne any one letter, he fo proſited in the knowledg of Philoſop 
both humane and divine, that all: men were ra viſhed with him. 
Having ptoceeded Maſter of Arts at Lauain, and after wards being 
made BRincipall of Mfackliz Colledg, where, be diſcharged his duties 
paſſiag well; he aſcended a while after io the degree of Licencias iu 
Thealogze, and though he were blind, he read, and-preached opens 
ly. Furthermore, being made Doctor of the Laws in the Univerſity 
ol Colen, he read there, and expounded the Civil and Canon Law, 
erregen heart the texts which he had ne ver read, (and. at laſt die 
ed at Colen in the yeare 1492. bos n 6 Ha 
Wäẽ will conclude this Chapter with an example: af one borne. 
hliad, in whom nature made ſuppl ie of chat defect wich a mar vel 
aus recompence other ways. The is mentioned by Antonia de 
Palermo, thus: I learnt (ſaith he) of King Alnhanſiu, that there was a 
Sicilian borne blind, living ſtill at that time in che Citis Gergenia, 
called in old time Agrigentum, wha had followed him oftentimes a 
hunting, ſhewing to the Huntſ-men (WhO had their ſighis well 
ynough).the retraits and repairing places of the wild beaſts... He add- 
ed further touching the induſtry of this blind man, that having by his 
ſparing and ſcraping, gotten together about ſive hundred Crowns; 
which put him to a great deale of care, he reſalved (at lafi) to bids 
them in a field. As he was making a hole in the ground to that end, 
a goſſip of his being his neighbour, eſpied him, who ſo ſoon as the 
blind man was gon , ſearched in the earth, found the money, and ca- 
ried it eleane away. Two or three dayes after, the blind man re- 
turning thither to viſit his caſh , and finding __ there z like one 
altogether fot lorne, he frets and torments himſelſe, and attermuch 
debating and diſcourſing concludes; that no man but his goſſip could 
ba ve played him ſuch a trick. VVhercupon finding him aut, he 
thus began to ſay unto him; Goſſip, I am come to you to have your 
opinion: I havea thouſaud Crowns , and the one half of them I have 
hid in a ſafe place; and for the other halfe I know not what to da 
wich them, — not my ſight, and being very unſit ta xeep any 
ſuch thing , — what think you? might I not hide this othet 
halſe with the reſt, in the ſame place of ſatetie > The goſſip approved 
and commended his reſolution, and going ſpecdily to the place, car- 
ried back againe the five hundred Crowns that he had taken away. 
before, hoping that he ſhould have all the whole thouſand together. 
A while after the blind man goes to his hole ; and finding there his 
Crowns agaiae, took them up; and comming home, callerh for his 
goſſip, ſaying unto him with a cheerfull voice; Goſſip, the blind 
man hath ſeen betres than he that hath. Mo eyes. en bangs

TTTHere was a Father that hated his child as chase II. 
1 Cats; for if he were preſent, though he ſaw him not, he would 
ſyoond. Georgius Mylius, a Divine of ena, related it. Libuvius ſought 
the, cauſe diligently. And if the reaſon of antipathy in natutall 
things be worth enquiry, that is moſt worthy to be ſearched out, that 
is between children and parents. This is certain, that the cauſe of 
this diſcord camot be found, not in the rational oor the ſenſual part. 
For be wiſhed his ſon no harm, nor can ſympathy or anti pathy be 
called love or hatred in parents, For they are to be found in things 
that are not living; and if they be in living creatures, they are not in 
them as they are living, but as thèy are natural, things. Vet becauſe 
he did not abhor his other ſon, nor hate his off-ſpring, for which cauſe 
he married, it is certain that was no hereditary infinity. It is pro- 
bable, the ſon was changed into a diſpoſition the facher could not 
away wich; and that might proceed from the ſeminary body ill 
diſpoſed from the womb, or by the confluence of impure blood, that 
had in it ſome ground for this alteration, or from the blood the Em- 
bryo was nourithed with. For this growes divers from the matter 
of the nouriſhment, or may degenerate. from ſome other inward 
cauſe, or from the place: ſometimes the ſpirits that aſſiſt the blood 
and the whole nature, cauſe a change.

The body of the dead Souldier, by command of the Generall of the Army" was 
opened to ſearch for the wonnd, by me and two Chirurgions , Caſpar and 
Lucas Hultenus; 4 able valiant man, Bernard Woornkens looking on, 
and ſome other Souldiers that were of note. hen we had opened the cavity of 
his breaſt, and a great deal of very ſtinking matter was run forth; me found, 
and wondred, that the wound bad entred the right cavity of his heart, and all
